alt':  ions  must  l)e  inserted  in  the  notice  or 
suUi  .ons  of  the  LcNlge  for  the  meeting  in 
which  thev  are  to  be  discussed  and  voted 
uix)n."

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ARTICLE  IX. 

THE  TREASURER. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  laid  down  in  the 
Constitution,  the  'ireasurer  shall  dejx.sit  all 
moneys  received  by  hiui,  in  a  chartered  bank 
in  the  City  of  West  mount  in  the  name  of  the 
Lodge,  and  such  money  shall  only  be  drawn 
therefrom  on  the  joint  signature  of  the  Master 
and  Treasurer. 

All  accounts  authorized  to  be  paid  shall  lie 
discharged  by  cheque. 

The  Treasurer  shall  l)e  responsible  that  the 
jewels  and  furniture  of  the  Lodge  be  insured 
against  loss  by  fire. 

ARTICLE  X. 

FEES  AND  DUES. 

1.  Initiation  Fee. — The  mitiation  fee  of  this 
Lodge  is  established  at  fifty  dollars  and  shall 
include  the  three  degrees.  Registration  fee  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Lodge  Certificate, 
copy  of  the  Constitution,  copy  of  the  By-Laws 
and  an  apron. 

2.  The  fee  for  a  Brother  affiliating  shall  be 
ten  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  in  the 
case  of  a  former  member  of  this  lodge  the  fee 
shall  be  five  dollars. 
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3.  Proposition  Fee.— A  fee  of  five  dollars 
shall  in  all  cases  be  deposited  with  the  proposi- 
tion, and  shall  be  considered  a  portion  of  the 
joining  fee  if  the  application  is  accepted.  Should 
the  application  be  rejected,  the  proposition  fee 
shall  lie  returned. 

..  member  affiliating  who  has  not  received 
the  three  degrees  shall,  in  addition  to  the  joining 
fee,  pay  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  degree 
which  he  receives  in  this  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XL 

NON'-ATTEND.WCE  AFTER  BALLOT. 

Should  a  candidate  for  initiation  be  accepted 
and  fail  for  any  reason,  except  sickness,  to  pre- 
sent himself  within  six  months,  his  proposition 
fee  shall  be  forfeited  and  his  application  shall  be 
considered  as  null.  Should  he  wish  to  again 
make  application  the  full  initiation  fee  must 
be  deposited  with  his  new  application  and  a 
new  ballot  taken. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

DUES. 

The  regular  dues  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  Six

ARTICLE  XIV. 

LIFE  MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  continuing  a  member  of  this 
I  odge  for  twenty  consecutive  years,  and  having 
paid  during  that  time  all  dues  reciuired  from 
him  by  this  Lodge  and  Grand  Lodge,  and  on 
payment  of  the  sum  required  by  Grand  Lodge 
to    commute  his  dues,  shall  be  placed  on  the  Life 
Membership  list  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  the  ordinary  Lodge  dues.     A  mem- 
ber may  become  a  Life  Member  at  any  time 
by  paying  such  sum  of  money  as  shall,  with  the 
monthly  dues  he  has  already  paid,  make  up  the 
amount  of  twenty  years'  dues  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  dues. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 


BENEVOLENT  *  I'ND. 


Ten  iier  cent,  of  all  sums  received  by  the 
Lodge  shall  he  carried  to  a  Hcncvolcnt  I'und. 

The  W.M.  is  empowered  to  expend  from  this 
fund  for  the  relief  of  -nenihers  of  this  Lodge,  or 
their  familits,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fwenty-five 
dollars  per  month,  and  any  such  .i)enditi;re 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Lodge  at  its  next  regular 
meeting. 

The  fees  payal)le  to  Grand  Lodge  for  Hene- 
volent  purposes  shall  not  l)e  paid  from  this 
fund.

These  By-Laws  shall  not  N.'  amended, 
repealed  or  otherwise  altered  save  ir,  the  manner 
provided  by  the  Constitution  nor  without  first 
having  been  referred  to  a  Committee  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  the  proposed  change 
and  to  report  to  the  Lodge  thereon. 

The  change  must  be  supported  by  at  least 
three-qu  irters  of  the  members  p-ec^nt  when 
the  vote  if  taken.
